not the foot frontage on a side street 
adjacent to corner property. 
in the decision of the 
Supreme 
Court, n is held that th** assessment 


must he made from the foot frontage 
of that part of the lot touching the 
street to be improved, and th at the 
frontage on a main street has noth­ 
ing to do with figuring the cost of 
an improvement touching the prop­ 
erty on tile side. 
In making the decision the courts 
reversed the Mahoning County courts 
upsetting the 
Haviland 
case, 
on 
,. which corner lot assessments have 
been made for years, and decided as 
above stated. 
The practice has been to assess 
tho cost of paving, or improving in 
any manner where an 
assessment 
was levied, the main 
street 
foot 
frontage, regardless of the fact th at 
the improvement 
was on the side 
street.. 
As a result of the decision 
handed down, a corner lot may be as­ 
sessed by the front foot 
on 
both 
streets if iioth streets are improved 
nuder the assessment plan. 
In this city considerable difficulty 
resulted over the plan of assessing 
tho corner lots by the num ber of feet 
actually fronting on the 
improve­ 
ment, but action was 
brought 
to 
compel the assessment being levied 
on the number of feet fronting on the 
main street, holding th at it was the 
“front” of the lot and that that part 
of the lot abutting on the smaller 
*treet, was the "side.” 
Solicitor Rankin m aintained that 
the assessment should ne made on 
the actual number of feet fronting 
nu the improvement, but when a de­ 
cision was handed down holding that 
tie* assessment must be made on the 
aum ber of front feet on the main 
street, it was necessary to re-pass a 
number of assessing ordinances, com­ 
pletely changing the assessments to 
conform with the opinion handed 
down, 
Whether or not the m atter will 
again be taken up for a readjustm ent 
of the assessments, is not known, but 
owing to the small am ounts involved, 
T is possible that the affair will rest 
as it is. 
The alley improvements, in which

TALKING BANKNOTE 
A NEW INVENTION 


Edges of Paper So Got as to 


Make PhooooropMc Record. 


Sutton, Surrey, England.—An Inven­ 
tion that might prove useful in the 
makeup of the new American issue of 
bills ami banknotes has lately been 
brought to a high state of perfection 
by a Sutton engineer, Alfred K. Baw­ 
t i e . 
Mr, Ba w a v e s device is a machine 
which will so cut the edge of a bank­ 
note as to make it a veritable phono­ 
graph record, capable of talking and 
stating its denomination. 
Put as simply as possible, the moth 
od ^employed in making the “talking 
banknote,” which. Mr. Baw tree says, 
will defy the machinations of the 
counterfeiter, is this: The sound form 
of two syllables, ilk** “dollar,” “fifty,’ 
“hundred.” Is first photographed by an 
ingenious process upon a film. making 
a Jugged line of about the length of a 
banknote. 
By a photo-mechanical process this 
jagged line, which is really a little rec­ 
ord of the words spoken, is cut on a 
zinc plate, aud from this mold a steel 
cutting kuife of the required shape and 
design is obtained. 
With this knife the edges of bills 
and notes may be cut. and each ser 
rated edge Is a reproduction of the 
sound form required 
When the bills so treated are passed 
through the specially designed pbouo 
graphic reproducer, which is a part of 
the invention, they can be heard cry­ 
ing their values. 
Mr. Baw tree says: “With this ma 
chine people can safeguard themselves 
against 
receiving 
forged 
mites.

would be practically impossible for a 
forger to Imitate the serrated edge of 
a note which talks.”

was from $2.20 to $12.50 a bale.
